atthis preſent aſſembled in the Caſtle of Prage,both 
in our owne names, and alſo in the names of thoſe 
that are abſent, ſend greeting, or make knowne vn- 
to all men: 

That whereas, after many ininries and calamitics 


praiſed and done, in former yeeres , by the 
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Newes from Bohemia. 
meanesand procurements of cettaine malicious and 
turbulent perſons, nor onely Secular , but alſo in 
title Spirituall (as they would pretend) ſpecially that 
pernicious and moſt dangerous Se& of Iefvites, 
in the Kingdome of Bohemia ( whoſe whole 
praQiſes, a&tions, and counſels, trend onely and fpe- 
cially, by crafty and ſubrill meanes, not onely to 
bring our Kings ſoucraigne Maicſtic, butallo rhe 
States, and all the common people of the ſaid King- 
dome, that recelue the holy Sacrament of the pre 
cious Body and Bloud of our Lord and Saujour Ic- 
fis Chriſt (/ab viraque ) vnder both kindes, into 
the yoke and ſubieCtion of forraine power , that is, 
of the Church of Rome) notonely by the Eftates, 
but alſo by all 'others the Inhabitants of the ſaid 
Kingdome, as well in Ciuill as Eccleſiaſticall cauſes, 
ſuſtained and endured. In the yeares of our Lord 
1629. and 1610. all contentions and controuerſics 
were tully pacityed and ended; and tethatend , by 
the Lerters Patents of Roan/phus, the late Emperours 


Maicftic of: famous Memory, as alſo by conſent of 


both parts , that receiue the Sacrament as well /xb 
V7, as ſub vtraque : that is, vnder one, and ynder 
both kinds , at a generall Aſſembly or Parliament, 
chen made and holden, it was firmely agreed vpon, 
and generally confirmed and conſented vnto : that 
neither part fhould from thence-forth tronble , 
grieue or moleſt onethe other; but that as well they 
that receiued ſub vs, and thoſe that communica- 
red /av altra, according to the Vnion made and con- 
firmed betweene them , ſhould from thence-forth, 


peaceably and quietly, atall times, and in all places, 
without. 
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without intercuptioneitherof;:Spirituall,or;:Tempg- 


rall Authority; freely ſerue Gods, as-by:thefaid Let 
ters Patents, Contract ,and-publique Aſlembly of 
Parliament holden, more at large appeareth., -;The 
which alſo kis Imperiall Maieftie ; our Soucraigne 


King, of hts:great and Princely clemencie , at his 


entry into the raigne of this his Kingdome ,. accor- 
ding to: the manner and ancient cuſtome of the 
Land, not onely gcnera!ly, but ſpecially ratified and 
confirmed, PV Os 
. . Neuertheleſſe, the aforeſaid common enemies,as = 
well of the King, and this Kingdome,as of all peace 
and quictnefle, hauc ſpared no meanes, paincs , nor 
labour, to-deuile and praGtiſe, not onely, how,and 
which way ,, they might procure the breachand an- 
nihilating of the ſaid moſt deſired and confirmed 
Peace; buralfo to efteR their euill, wicked,and per- 
nicious purpoſes and intents , ſecretly praCtiſed. 
againſt this Kingdome , and the Inhabitants there- 
of: And to that end, (when rhe ſaid Peace ang V.- 
nion was fully ratified and confirmed ) reieCting all 
other points., not onely refuſed to agree vnto the 
ſaid Letters Patents, and Peace made; bur allo vt- 
rerly denyed to ſubſcribe voto the Amreſtia, (where- 
by we, by the late Emperours Redulphas, of famous. 
memory, conſent, were fully and wholly reconciled. 
rogether, and all reuenge and cuill will to ſurceaſe. 
and be ended) bur rather ſought by allthe meanes. 
they could practiſe and deuiſe , wholly and altoge-- 
ther to Jdiſlolue and exterminate the ſame; and to. 
many men daily ſhewed their wicked and malicious 
intcat : whereas before they were. not onely ſecret,, 
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bit in many cauſes and aQions, open enemies vnto 
this their native County ,. going abour to bereaue ; 
and take from our preſent Lord and ſoueraigne 1 
King ,: the aſſignation of this Kingdome, and to : 
eran{-ferthe ſame vnto another:Bur whenthey could 
noteffe& the ſame, and their hopes therein were al. 
together fruftrated (forthat, by Gods mercy, in his 
time appointed, all things by the commandement of 
the Emperours Maieftie , our ſoueraigne Lord and 
King, were fully confirmed ) _ proceeded fo far, 
through the procuremem of the Ieluites, and others F 
their adherents; againe by many ſlanderous reports, | 
and cenſures, both by word of mouth,and writing, 
to publiſh and proclaime allthoſc in this Kingdome 
thatreceiue the Communion vnder both Kindes, to 
be notorious Heretikes : with whom, according te 
a maxime of their PapiſticalldoQrine, they arc not 
- bound (as they teach ) to keep or hold any faith or 
promiſe: giuing alſo divers other new-fayned, and 
infamous names, both vnto vs, and the doctrine of 
the Goſpel! , to the great contempt of our Religion 
of recciuing vnder both kindes; and not onely that, 
bur alſo in their ſcandalous writings affirme, all 
| thoſe that vſe the ſame Religion , as alſo, all that are 
not conformable to the Romiſh Religion, to bee 
worthy of , and to haue deſerued all kinde of In- 
famie andpuniſhment ; animating the Secular Ma- 
giſtrate with fire and ſword, to perſecute all thoſe 
that profeſle the receiving of the Communion vn- 
der both kindes. 

And the betterto decciue the ſimpler ſort of peoe 
ple, andto ſet diuifion and enemity betweene thoſe 


of 
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of the reformed Religion : the ſaid enemiesof this 
Kingdome, and the common peace thereof, ſought 
to ſerthoſe whom we, by the Kings Maicſties Let- 
rers Patents, and his Graces ſpeciall Conſent , had 
made ProreQorsand Super-intendents of our Reli- 
gion, at variance : by thatmeanes not onely ny 
to with-draw them from their fun&iens, bur a 

wholly to ſubuert and ouerthrow our Religion. For 
in open Aſſemblies, when by meanes of their wic 
ked and ſecret conſpiracies, they had ſowed con- 
tention. and hatred among thoſe of our Religion: 
when the ſaid Ynion for Religion on our parts was 
made, and his Maicſiics Letters Patents in Parlia- 
mem rehearſed, as alſo a-generall confirmation of 
all our immunities , and prinledges of this King- 
dome , confirmed by his ſacred Maieſtic our King 
now raigning , were in ſþecie related; (purpoſely to 
| further their wicked and. malicious intents : ) they 
were by them diucrfly and contrarily interpreted, 
Sometime with great promiſes, and then againe 
with threatnings of incurring the Emperours Ma. 
ieſtics indignation , they ſought to diſſwade and 
rerrifie the ſaid Super-intendents from perſeuering 
in the proteQion by them vndertaken: and by that 
meanes made ſuch as in their profeſſion of Religi- 
on were not well grounded and confirmed,to doubt 
and to wauer; bringing others, by promiſes and 
hopes of dignities , to yeeld-to them , by fearing 
and doubting to be wholly diſgraced and reieted of 
men, asallonottoleſe the benefite of carthly-pre- 
ferment; and'ſo, cre they were aware, forſaking the 
'ETruth once by them acknowledged and receined , 


fel 
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£cll from the-ſame; to/joyne with themin their erto- 
niousdofrine, - 1 7 1 2 

Then proceeding further, hauing gotten and ob- 
tained higher Offices and Dignities, not onely by 
'Princely authority,and:vertue of their Offices , but 
alſo by the Emperours Maiefties Regents, they 
found meanes to diſplace and thruft divers old and 
well-deſeruing perſons ofthe Kingdome out of their 
Offices, and in the ſameto put other Captainesand 
adherents, of their owne Religion,, and by them 
troubled and moleſiedthe people for Religion : cau- 
ſing them, vnder pretence of temporall offences, to 
be puniſhed and tormented. And ſuch Miniſters as, 
by authority. from his Maieſtie, were permitted to 
preach the Reformed Religion, in divers Villages, 
they likewiſe diſplaced,and putothers therein ofthe 
contrary Religion. Andin the Townes of Prague, 


- they alſo tooke ſuch order , thatthoſe of the Papiſ- 


ticall Religion obtained theehicfcſt Offices , who 
by ſubcill praRiſes and threatnings , found meanes 
by their importunities, to deale in ſuch fort with di- 
uers Officers, and Counſcliers of thereformed Re- 
ligion, thatthey,were conſtrained-to do whatſocuer 
they defired and commanded, _ 

Foraſmuch therefore. as that it toucheth vs the 


| Burghemaſtexs; and Councell, both of-theſold,, 


new, and lefſer Townes of Prague, which arc 


of the Bohemian Protefſhon, and communicate vn-, 


der both kinds : That whereas we and our Predece(\- 
ſours, as alſo the reſt of , the Cities profeſiing the 
Religion , by a full confent and agreement made by 


them and vs, vader our handsand Scales, at a pub-'

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lique Meeting,, when: any thing was to./bee done 


and handled touching the Letters Patents, andthe 


liberty of Religion, the principalleſt perſons of the 


ſaid Townes and Religion , as alfo' of all-other 
Townes of the ſame Profeſsion, bound themſclues 
faithfully to aide and aſsiſt one the other therein, vp- 
on paine of incurring perpetuall ſhame and infamie: 
As alſo, that by the tenor of the ſaid Letters Patents 
and Meetings , we were ſtritly bound, when or at 
what time ſoeuer , the ProtecQtors of our Religion, 
and of the Yniverſitie of Prage, ( hauing any thing 
concerning the ſaid Letters Patents, and our Reli 
gion to bedetermined and deliberated vpon ) toge- 
ther with themſclues ſuramoned, the Lords of his 
Maieſtics Councell , and the Iudges of- both the 
Lawes to determine the ſame, there ſhould fixe per- 
ſons out of each Towne of Prage, as alſo our of 
euery other Towne of our Religion , bee called to 
thoſe Mectings: VVhich we did not fo well know, 
and that becauſe at thoſe Mectings, Offices in 
Townes and Cities of this Realme were oftentimes 
innouated and changed; as alſo,hat by thoſe of the 
contrary Religion , that ſate and were mingled a- 
mongſt vs, and by other meanes, we and our Pro- 
teftors were much hindred in our proceedings; whe 


before the Emperours Maieſties departure from 


hence, expreſle Commiſsion was giuen vnto the 
Emperours Officers , all Papiſts , throughout the 
Townes of Prage, that they, contrary toall ancient 
cuſtome, ſhould take vpon them to enquire of the 
foundations of the Reformed Churches, as alſo to 
deale and meddle with the reuenewes thereof , a4 

SE that 
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that without themiand their conſents, we neither 
could nor ſhould determine vpon', nor diſpoſe of 
any cauſe concerning our Religion ih any of our 
Dioces, as before wee had done : All which tend 
totheatnihilating of his Maieſties libertie granted 
viito vs by his Letters Patents , and of the Vnion 
(wherein, among other things, is contained and ſer 
downe , that as much as concetning thoſe of the 
Religion, asalfo their Churches,that the Emperours 
Maicftie ſhould not trouble himſelfe therewith , bur 
that they of the Religion themfelues, without the 
'Emperour, ſhould end and determine the fame) and 
were thereunto perſwaded by them , that for be- 
cauſethe ſaid ProteQors, hauing twice by their Let- 
ters ſummoned them to meet, we ( contraty to an- 
. cient cuſtome ) ſentno man of our Religion there- 
unto : but with them of the contrarte Sc,did con- 
fult of things concerning ourReligion (which they 
ſhould not doe) and further wrote vntothe Empe- 
rours Mateſtic, our Soucraigne King, that wee ſent 
no ſuch vnto the Councell to deale or ſprake for vs, 
and that ſo we agreed and conſented vnto their ſaid 
proceedings. Adding further , thar all of vs, with 
one full and free conſent, had agreed not to have a- 
ny other Protector of our Cauſe and Religion, but 
onely the Emperours ſacred Maieſtic : whereby 
what injury might thereby hereafter be done vnto 
vs, and inthe meane time, to all thoſe of our Rel1- 
gion, all men of equall and ſound iudgement may 

well ice. 
Wherefore, perceiuing our ſclues to bee decei- 
ued, and in an error; and further, that it was told 
VS, 
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vs, that as touching the ſupremeidefence- and pro- 
tection of our Religion in this Realme, inour Pre: 
face of the Bohemian Confeſſion, which is printed, 
this is therein openly comprehended and ſet down; 
That all the three Eſtates of the reformed Religi- 
on, and their Prore&ors and Conſiſtories , would 
haue no other Detender nor ProteRor ( nexc vnder 
God) but onely the Emperovurs Maicſty, our moſt 
gracious and Soueraigne King, and thoſe to whom 
by the conſent and certaine knowledge of his facred 
Imperiall Maicfly, ſhould by all the three Eftates of 
the reformed Religion, be choſen to haue the ouer- 

ſightand care of their ſaid Confiſtories. | 
For theſe,and many other iuſt and reaſonable cau- 
ſes, wee the ſaid ſuperiour States, have at this pre- 
ſent aflembled together in the Caſtle of Prage, both 
for, and in ournames, and for thoſe of all the three 
Eftates of our religion (which haue nor refuſed, nor 
gone backe from the proteQion, which for our reli- 
gion is appointed, nor by no meancs will be drawne 
from it ) by writing to make our reaſonable excuſe 
in this caſe, vnto his Imperiall Maicſtie,and therein 
haue ſo much preuailed, that they once againe haue 
all faithfully proteſted ro ioyne with vs in the ſame; 
&We for our parts haue vndertaken both preſently, 
& promile in time to come,to maintain and vphold 
with all our power and'might,cuen to the laſt gaſpe, 
all whatſocuer belongeth, appertaineth vnto,or con- 
cerneth the Emperors Letters Patents, and the 
Contents thereof, for our defence, { ſo they bee in 
ſuch ſort ioyned, as thatthe one cannot ſubf1iſt with- 
outthe other) and be done with his Imperiall Ma- 
0-3- eſtes 
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ieflies conſent... But thar ie the ſaid three Eſtates of 
the reformed Religion may'the better charge theſe 
publike enemies of the King) their Country, and the 
peace thereof, and make it apparant what they/have 
further practiſed, it is, that contrafy to the lawfull 
proceeding in the Aſſemblies of the State of the 
[.and to beholden, they haue made and ordained 
themſclues as partjall Iudges of his Maieſties ſaid 
Letters Patents, Afſemblies and Vnion: And percei- 
uing that his ſacred Imperial] Majeſty, our King 8 
ſoueraigne Lord , is otherwiſe employed in divers 
waighty aftaires and buſineſic concerning the eftate 
of Chriftendome in generall, and thereby is not a- 
ble to remember and thinke vpon all the immunities 
and priuiledges, contracts, compadts, and grants 
concerning the Realme; that they might ſet his Ma- 
ieſty at diſcord with the ſayd three Eſtates of the re- 
formed religion, and to mooue him to grant fuch 
commiſſion to them, (which without 75h is COn- 
trarytothe ſaid Letters Patents, .) they baue given 
out by writing to his Maieſty, that in the ſaide 
Letters Patents, & contra of Ynion, it is not con- 
tained , that fuch ſubie&s as are belonging vato 
Cloyſters, ſhould haue any right'or authority to 
build themſelues Churches ; whereas 'thatis not rc- 
ferred to their owne iudgements, bur as it is ſaid be- 
fore, is commitred to both parts, that is, that if any 
queſtion ſhould riſe thereof , lawfull iudgement and 
derermination ſhould be made and giuen therein by 
an cquall number of perſons of both religions there- 
vnto purpoſely appointed, 
This notwithſtanding Jetting paſſe that manner of 
proceeding,at their pleaſures they procured a Com« 
| __. miſio 
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miſſion from his Maieſty, vato the Towne of Bruna, 
to command them to ſurceaſe from proceeding to 
build their Churches begun. Which they of Bruna 
certifying to the ProteCtors and Superintendents of 
our Religion, by vs made and appointed therennto, 
and therein ſought to be holpen , deſiring & reque- 
ſing, that they might therein bee ayded and protc- 
&ed by vertue of his Maieſties Letters Patents , and 
the Vnity wade at the Afﬀlembly of the three Eſtates 
of the Rezlme, in the Parliament to that end hol- 
den: The ProteCtors for their parts, vpon good de- 
liberation and advice by them taken,thought it con- 
uenientto call the principall Officers, Iudges , the 
Kings Maicſties Councell of both lawes concerning 
the reformed Religion , and withall, fixe perſons of 
relort and Towne (according to the A of Parlia- 
nent. and their inſtruction therein) to aflemble and 

meete together in Prague, where beeing met , vpon 
good dcliberation they found, that not onely thoſe 
of Bruna, but alto all others that are ſubie& vnto the 
Spirituality within the Realine of Bohemia, (nor 
onely by the Articles which arc in this our Apology 
ſet downe in Print, but ajlo for other reaſons & cau- 
ſes which her for breuity ſake are omitted) are par- 
ticipants of, and ought to enioy the Benefits , Gra- 
ces, and Priuviledges, which belong , and are ginen 
by the Emperors Matefties Letters Patents vnto 
thoſe of the reformed Religion : The ſaid Letters 
Patents among other things ſpecifying(that contra- 
ry tothe ſame,and our ſecurities, no Commiſhon or 
Prohibition, which in any ſort might hinder, or let 
our proceedings, eyther from his Imperiall Maie- 
ſty, and his Heyres or Succeſſors, Kipgs of Bohe- 
| B 3 mia, 
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mia, nor by any other whatſocuer: And that ifa- 


ny ſuch ſhould bee giuen forth or permitted , the , 
ſame ſhould be of no force nor validity in any ſuch ; 
caſc,what pretence or allegation ſocuer ſhould ther- , 
intothe contrary bee made , ſer downe, orpreten- 
ded.) | 


Whercupon, when we the {ayd three Eſtates and 
ProteQtors,vpen good deliberation and aduice,had 
made and giuen this anſwer vnto the inhabitants of 
Bruna, the Hill townes, and Cloyſters graues which 
are vnder the Archbiſhops of Prage, that they ſhuld 
proceed to the building vp of their Churches , and 
in the ſame for the honour of God,vſe their accufto- 
med manner of preaching , &c. (alwaies with this 
condition , that otherwiſe they ſhould in all things 
behaue themſclues peaceably, honeſtly, and ciuilly, 
and notto ſtirre, moue, nor giue occafion vnto any 
one ofthe contrary Religion,much lefle to the Lord 
Abbor, or the Archbiſhops, as being their Superi- 
ours, of the leaſt cauſe of offence or motion to an- 
ger whatſocucr either by word or deed,(as knowing 
well that the ſame is ſpecially, and expreſly forbid- 
den) but to the contrary , that they ſhould behaue 
themſclues towards them in all reaſonable obedi- 
ence concerning worldly and politike matters, as 
true ſubie&s ought to doe.) All we of the three E- \ 
ſtates of the reformed Religion, ar the Afﬀembly ; 
holdeamn the Caſtile of Prage, 470 1615. by com- v 
mon conſent of the Protecors,and vnder our hands 
ina grnreal and free Court,did approue,ratifie,and 
confirm it,and alſo atthat Afſetnbly made it known 
vnto the Emperors Maieſty, as to our King and So- 

ucraigne 
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ueraign Lord: as alſo diuers and ſundry old wrongs, 
opprefſions, and inivries which were not only done 
( ' andcommirted in the places aforeſaid touching the 
/ Vnion, butalſo to the prejudice of his Maicftics au. 
thority Royall, vnto the common people, contrary 
tothe expreſle meaning of his Maicſties Letters Pa- 
rents, hoping to procure ſome releefe and redrefle 
therein, before our ſaid Aſſembly ſhould breake vp. 
The ſaid common enerates of the King , the 
Country, and the Peace thereof, cominuing in their 
accuſtomed ſecret praQtices & deuices, and perſwa- 
ding themſclues that they could worke the Empe- 
rors Maieſty as they lift, they found the meanes that 
our three Eftates could in no manner get any anſwer 
from his Maieſty therein , before their Aſſembly 

brake vp. - 
And further , beſides that, certaine perfons by 
their meanes, at common and ordinary Afſemblies, 
Courts, & expeditions vicd all manner of hard pro- 
ceedings and courles againſt thoſe of the Religion: 
at the laſt, they proceeded {o far, that they brought 
vpon ourthree Eſtates of che Religion , beeing the 
Emperors Maicſties true and faithfull Subie&s,(be- 
ſides the former ouer-heauy burthens layd vpon 
vs & our poore ſubleCts) for the ſpace of fiue ycares, 
L being moſt great and intolerable taxations & con- 
/ tributions ( towards the paying of his Maicſties 
þ debts) which we willingly granted vnto, in hope that 
the ſame would at length bee a meanes of ynburthe- 
ning vsof our wrongs. This notwithſtanding, after 
- our Aſſembly was broken vp, (by the ſollicitation of 
diuers of the Countries enemies) there could no an-

ſwere from his Maieſty be giuen vnto vs, and much 
leſle any helpe or remedy was to be had therein, bur 
to the contrary, we were rather daily more & morc 
wronged and oppreſled, till at the lat,when his Im- 
periall Maieſty was ready to depart out ef the King- 
dome, and going forward on his tourney, lay at the 
Caſtle of Brandis, ( by their procurement)he called 
one of the Protectors vntohim , Lord Hepry AMat- 
thias, Earle of Thurin, atthat time Burgraue of Car- 
liſtein, &c. and in the preſence of two perſons ſaid 
to him , That hee did not acknowledge nor vnder- 
and the three Eſtates of the reformed Religions 


petition concerning their grieuances, to be true as 


they alleadged, andthat he had refigned his autho- 


rity concerning the proteQion of their cauſc vnto 
the Archbiſhop of Prague, and that he would be no 
more troubled therewith. And when the ſaid Earle 
of Thurin humbly beſought his Imperiall Maieſty 
that he would be pleaſed not to commit the charge 
of dcliuering that meſſage vatohim, foraſmuch as ir 
concerned all the three Eſtates of the reformed Re- 
ligion in generall, defiring his Maieſty that it might 
pleaſe him to giue order to the Lord Chancellor 
then being, to putthe ſame in writing,and deliuer it 
vnto him,8 he wauld not faile to beare it vrito them 
to whom it appertained to deliberate further vpon 
it: which although his Maieſty granted , and gaue 
Commiſſion to the {ſaid Lerd Chancellor to doe it, 
yet could not the ſaid written reſolution from his 
Maieſty be gotten nor procured from the Chancel- 
Jour , notwithſtanding it had becne often required 


and ſought for athis hands. And beſides this , the 
| Arch- 
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Arch-biſhop of Prage, commanded the new 
Church at Cloyſergrane(the building whereof coſt 
a great ſumme of money, and whercunto ſome of 
the EleQors, Princes of Germany , and other No- 
ble-men, had liberally contributed) in contempt of 
the Goſpell to be defaced, throwne downe, vt- 
terly ſpoiled, and laid euen with the ground : And 
likewiſe commanded thoſe of Bruna ( contrary to. 
the Vnion)to deliver their Church vnto the Abbor, 
and-not to vic it, and to leaue the keyes thereof in 
the. Chancerie of Bohemia : which becauſe they 
denyed to doe, and defiredthat they might till 
haue the vſc thereof , diuers of the principalleſt 
perſons among them were cited to appeare in the 
Caſtle of Prage, and there with great weeping, cry- 
ing , and clamour, made by their wiues and chul- 
dren , were held priſoners. 

This being done, in ſuch manner as you haue 
heard, and-among many other things, diucrs and 
ſundry gricuances and oppreſſions in ſeuerall pla- 
ces ſtill were committed and done, and from the 
ſaid places certified vnto the ProteQors , who by 
the common people were blamed and taxed, and 
charged not to haue done their beſt cndeuours to 
let and withſtand them: Wee the chiefe Officers, 
the Kings Maieſties Councell, and Iudges of both 
Lawes; asalfo f1xe perſons out of euery Iuriſdiftion 
of the Religion aſſembled together in Prage at a 
certaine day thereunto appointed: where being met, 
we with them, deliberately conſidering vpon the 
matter, deſiring to proceed peaccably and quietly 
therein, did nothing elſe in -_ Afembly, but mw 
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ly agreed, that by ſubmiſſine Supplications, one di- 
re&edto the Regent, the other to his ſacred /Ma- 
icſtie, which weſent vnto Viana, we would humbly 
crave that his Maieſtje would bee pleaſed to = 
thoſe violent proceedings,and withall to cauſe thole 
Citizens of Bruna , that were detained priſoners, to 
be forthwith releaſed: And to thar end alſo we by 
writing defired the States of the Marquiſdome of 
Morauia, the Princes and States of vpper and ne- 
ther Siletia, and the States of 'the Marquiſdome of 
higher and lower Luſuitz, being Prouinces incor- 
porated vnto this Kingdome , that in ſubmiſliue 
manner they would vouchſafe to petition vnto his 
ſacred Maieſtie for vs. Which done, we preſently 
agreed with the. Proteors to. meet together ano- 
ther day, in the EmperorCharles the fourth his Col- 
ledge, the Munday after Rogation Sunday laſt paſt, 4 
about the ſame matter, if in the meane time we re- F 
ceiued no anſwer from his Maieftie: of ourpetition. 
But vpon the ſaid day, when we met againe , accor- 
ding to our determination , we ynderſtood, that in 
all thattime there was no anſwer,touching the ſame, 
comne from his Maieſty, and alſo that our troubles 
and oppreſſons were not ſtayed , nor diminiſhed: 
but to the contrary , by the meanes, procurements, 
and malice of our enemies, that his Maieſtie had 
written a ſharper letter vnto the Regent, therein not 
 onely blaming the ProteQors, bur alſo all vs of 
the three Eſtates of the Reformed Religion , willing 
him tro certifie the ſame vnto the Prote&ors ; the 
; Contents thercof being as followeth. 
I Firſt, that his ſacred Maieſty the Emperour 
@ vnderſtood, 
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vnderſtood, and eſteemed, that the ſame our mee- 

ting and Aſſembly, was wholly done and called , a- 

f gainſt the ſupreme Authority of his Imperiall and 
F Kingly perſon. 

2 That both the demoliſhing of the Church in 
the Citie of Cloyftergraue , and the puniſhing of 
the diſobedient Citizens of the Towne of Bruna,be- 
longingto the Cloyfter, were both done by his Ma- 
ieſties owne permiſsion and commandement. 

3 That wc hadprocecded further in thoſe cafes, 
then his Maicſties Letters Patents permitted , or 
authorized to the States of either of the two Re- 
ligions. | 

:4 And laflly., that wee had vſed and retained 

Strangers in matters vnlawfull, and that we maintai- 

nedand defended their open diſobedience and mu- 

[- tinics againſt his Imperiall Maieſtie, and ſought to 

F ſupport them therein, which his Maieftic did little 

expe@atthe hands of ſome of thoſe that were the 
Authors of thoſe proceedings. 

Adding further (that ſeeing we abuſed his Ma- 
icſties gracious fauour and clemencie,and ſought to 
proceed further in thoſe matters then wee ought ) 
his Maieftie would not faile to looke better into, 
and to enquire more thereof z- andrherein todo iuſ- 
tice, and to puniſh cnery one of the Offenders in 
tharmanner , according' to their deſerts: Prohibi- 
ting the Defenders in the meanetime, vntill his Ma« 


4 ieſties returne into that Kingdome ; or vpon further 
order therein by him to be taken, not to ſummon 
} ſuch meetings any more ; Withall,willing the Lord 
A Regent, tocertific and to warne the Towneſ-men 
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and Inhabitants, by any meanes , not to appeare 
vpon any ſuch Summons, nor to ioyne with vs, as in 
the ſaid Letters more at large appeareth. 

Which Letter, Wee. the ſaid States, little ſuf- 
peed orexpeted; much lefle, thatby tne meancs 
and crafty inſtigation of- our ſaid Enemies , 1n ſtead 
of obtaining our requeſt, wee ſhould (without hea- 
ring) by his Maieſtic , be tudged faulty , and forth- 
with condemned as guilty; .as if the: matter or 
cauſe were true indeed , as they. vpon'bad and 
falſc information had, by their Writings, informed 
his Maieſtic z perſwading themſclues thatif his Ma- 
ieſtic (maliciouſly and craftily informed) in his Let- 
ters did auouch , and charge-vs,.that Wee againſt 
the Prerogatine of his ſacred Imperiall Berſon, and 
Kingly Authoritie, .had ſummoned and called Af- 
ſemblies of-che-Religion together , and that wee 
maintained forraine Subie&ts in things vniuſt, a- 
gainſt his ſacred Maieſtie,, and likewiſe vpheld and 
proteQed them in their manifeſt preſumwptions and 
conſpiracies, againſt his Impertall Dignity, and 
ſtrengthened them. therein ; which things, inthe 
Lawesand Statutes of this Kingdome, are cxpreſly 
(vpon capitall paine and grieuous puniſhment) pro. 
hibiced and forbidden. 

» Which although we had not done,and were after- 
ward by ſome of our enemies themſclues cleered 
thereof, before his Imperiall Maicſtie; neuerthelefle 
(being animated thereby , and hauing the Empe- 
ours ſaid Letters in their hands, which they cauſed 
to. be publiſhed and read among themſelues, in con- 

tempt of Vs, and our Religion ) they ay 0 
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ſhewed how ready they were , 'as ſoone as any of vs 
ſhould , by courſe of Law. be called in queſtion, for 
any ſuch cauſe, before iudgementſhould paſſe vpon 
vs (through malice in their hearts concciued againſt 
vs) to verifie and confirme the ſame. 

For it is moſicertaine, that it was done by them- 
{cluesin their ſecret Meetings, and that the Letter 
was penned by them in Prage, and ſent vnto his Im- 
periall Maieſtieto ſet his hand thereunto: Whereby 
it is euident, that if wee were to be indged by them, 
that to their owne ſhame and confuſion , they could 
alledgeno other thing then this againſt vs. But when 
as hitherto they cannot, neither dare openly aſlaulr 
or {et ypon. vs, yet ynder pretence of Right and Iul- 
tice, they ſceke-ro bring vs: ( that are-honeſt men 
and his Maiefties true and'faithfull SubieRts ). to {a- 
tisfie their pleaſures, intq vtterruine, and Joſle of 
goods, to the great ſorrow. and griefe of our wives, 
children, ; and friends, wholly to extinguiſh ourRe- 
ligion: And all, whatſoguer wes] by the Kings Ma- 
ieſtics Letters Patents, as alſothe Concord, Vnion, 
and Agrecment publikely made for our Religion 
with thoſ=:of the contrary-fide in Court-of Parlia- 
ment, and acknowledged and confirmed to bee a. 
Law and Statute of this Kingdome, wholly to an- 
nihilate and overthrow, , and by that mjeanes to ſtop 
and bar the ProteQors,, 'and all of vs, (when any 
danger were/likely. to fall vporvvs )). irom! daring to 
call and aflemble vs tpgether, to prevent the ſame : 
Then he which, what can be more dangerous and 
peefiongwntaysy © £ 

ubles, by them craftily brought ypon 
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vs, and their ſmifter praQtices againſt vs, we ſecking 
to elchew and prevent , when by meanes of their 
crafty conſpiracies, wee could haue no anſwer from 


his ſacred Imperiall Maicſtie of our humble peti- 


tions ; as allo thathis Maieftic, by the ſtrange prac: 
tices of them , and others their adherents, was fo 
perſwaded , that he belecued all whatſocuer they 
falſely deuiſed and alledged : & would by no meane 
credit, nor heare vs ſpeake for our {clues : Infomuch 
as that the very name of the Reformed Religion,and 
ProteRors thereof , was moſt odious in his Maieſ(- 
ties cares , Which-they themſclues lewdly were fo 
bold cuery where to boaſt and brag of. 

Beſides this, as it is euidently knowne to all men, 
when they would call any honeſt man in queſtion, 
they vied all the meanes they could (though it were 
againſt all right, reaſon, or orderly proceeding) to 
bring _ men, by ſtrange deuices, into the dan- 
gerof lo 
of the Reformed Religion :- and by their jtudge- 
ments and decrees, made black ſeeme white, and 
white blacke: the Kings fairhfull and true Subie&s, 
diſloyall-; and his diſloyall ſubie&s, iuſt and true; 
rayſing and aduancing emill and vnfit perſons to ho- 
nourable Eſtates and Dignities; and diſgracing and 
defaming ſuch as were worthy of honour and de- 


ſert; cruelly handling , and ftrangely dealing with, 


not onely their owne'Subie&s, butthoſe alſo ofthe 
Kingdome, as well vnder his Maieſties Dominion, 
as the Spiritualty , for matters of Religion ; and 
againſt their wils, cruelly (contrary 10 he manifeſt 


. decrees of the Vnion) forced and'compelted them 
| oh ro 


eof lifeand goods; ſpecially ſuch'as were 
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to beof their PapiſticallReligion:And by the Kings 
ludges menacesand threatnings, - brought diuets of 
the Cities to that point, that they were: compelled, 
that they (ſhould no more vnder-write to be obedi- 
ent at the Calling and Summons. of thoſe of the 
Reformed Religion ,, nor any.moreto aſſemble and 
meete ropetherwith them; .and many other indire& 
courſes. And being asked by.vs,whether they them- 
ſclues were the Authors and Deuilſers of the Letter, 
and condemnation atore-{aid made againſt vs, they 
couldnot deny it, : 

For theſe cauſes aforeſaid , wee haue- proceeded 
againſitwo of their League and Confederacie: the 
one called: william Slawatamof Chulin , and Cof: 
chumberk; the other /awſſaws Borzita, of Martinitz, 
otherwiſe called Smetſanckii, as perturbers and vio- 
laters of the Lawes and common-peace of the 
Land : who, for that not reſpeting their Offices 
wherein they were placed, haue moſt ſhamefully and 
wickedly abuſed the ſame, to the great diſhonour of 
his ſacred Imperiall Maicſtic, our ſoneraigne Kings 
authority,8& the breach of the peace of this Realme; 
and hauc put both of them together, with rhe Se: 
cretarie their Prouoker, & as it were bendflaue,who 
with them hath ſowne and raiſed many faQions and 
{editions in the Townes of Prage;hauing firſifound 
and proued them to be ſuch perſons as in truth they 
are, according to the old accuſtomed manner; out 
of their Offices and Dignities. Againſt whom cer- 
tainely (becauſe they are yetliuing)as alſo the goods 
and reuenewes of them, and of all others, that de- 
tend and excuſe.them; or that will taxe.aflaile,or » 
culc 
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cuſe forthe ſame: and likewiſe againſi as. many 0- 
thers, the violaters of the ſaid Letters Patents , and 
Vnion, as wecan byany meanes finde out (ſpecials 
ly againſt!/P«z] Michra, a moſt wicked, peſtiferons 
man; a Traytor and violater of: the Lawes and puv- 
like peace of the Land, who frombaſe and meane 
Parcntage, being adwanced to the Secretaries place 
of the Chancerie in Bohemia, in ſhort time waxt ſo 
proud, that he, together with our ſaid Enemies, did 
viurpe and - take vpon him the whole: gouernement 
and adminiſtration in this Kingdom,ouerthe States, 
and made himſclfc fellow with the principall Ofh- 
ccrsand Iudges ofthe Land : and deſpifing or con- 
teimning them, boldly and raſhly thruft himſclfe in- 
to matters which belonged not vnto him, and by des 
ceits &craft wrought many miſchictesinthis Land, 
xaiſed factions,troubles and contentions, and by all 
the meanes he could,labourcd,8& ſought to bereaue 
the States of the Reformed Religion of all their Pri- 
vuiledges, and now is gone and abſcnteth himſelfe 
out of the Country ) whom we will condignely pu. 
niſh according tohis and theirdeſerts.To the which 
end,for the good of his Imperiall Maicſtic, and this 
Kingdome, out natiue Country, and for the defence 
of qur wives &children,as alſo ofthe whole Realm, 
from al wrong and miſchicfe,we now at this preſent, 
aſlembled our {clues in the Caſtle of Prage,which we 
haue not. done of purpoſe. in any ſort to oppoſe our 


ſchacs againſt the authority Royall of his [mperiall 


Maicfiie , our moſt gracious King, and ſoueraigne 
Lord, or-to wrong or hurt our loving friends and 
kinſmen of the comrary Religion (fo they will live 


He 
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in peace) \ſith it is manifeſtly knowne that hereby no 
other Secular or Ecclefiaſticall perſon is hurt or hin- 
dred,norany tumulrt or ſedition made, but through- 
out allthe Townes of Prage, as alſo throughout the 
whole Realme , Peace ſhall be obſcrued and kept, 
vnleſſe it bee in ſuch cauſes as are before rehearſed, 
and not to be auoided.and wherin-we neither eught, 
nor can poſkbly do lefle then we haue done. VWher- 
fore we hepe, that his Imperiall Maicſty, our mo 
gracious King and foucraigne Prince,will not other- 
1 wiſc interpret our meanings and ations, nor giue 
credit te our {landerous and malicious cenemies:Nei- 
ther do we think that our fellow-ſubicAs and friends 
of the contrary Religion , for whatſocuer wee ſhall 
wſtly do, or hauc donc, againfithoſe that arc viela- 
ters and perturbers of the Letters Patents, Couc- 
nants,Conditions, Immunities,Peace,and common 
d Vnity of this Realme, or that hereafter ſhall be done; 
and much lefle any other, in their owne , or other 
mens names, cither openly or ſecretly, will for that 
cauſe, declare or ſhew himſelfe to be our enemy:But 
rather hope, that cuery man, well weighing,confide- 
ring, and calling to minde the reaſons and cauſes 
aforcſaid, and the iuſt deſerts and merits of rhe ſaid 
4 perſons, as alſo that our meaning and intent is nor, 
q nor neuer was, in the leaſt manner, or inany fort, to 
; do any thing againft the Emperours Maiecſtie , our 
moſt gracious ſoucraigne Kings authority,or againſt 
the Romiſh Religion, and the Vnion betweene vs 
made; will not onely excuſe, butalſo take part with 
vs,and aide vs(in all things that concerne the preſer- 
uation of the Priwiledges and Immunities of this 


D Realme, 


Realme,together with the concord and mutuall loue, 
peace,and amity thereof) againſt all thoſe that with- 
ſtand it. Therefore wee moſt humbly beleech his 
Imperiall Maicſtie, our moſt gracious King and ſo- 
ueraigne Prince, that it would pleaſe him (if need 
ſhall require) to publiſh another, and more large 
Apologie, for our excuſe and juſtification vnto the 
world.

Reaſons whereby it is ſhewed and proned,, that the peo- 
ple of Bohemia,that are Subietts tothe Monaſterie's 
and Clergie of the ſame Realme, in their reſorts , 
by the Letters Patents, and the nion, contracted 
and made betweene thoſe of the Reformed Religion, 
and the Papiſts, haue liberty to build themſelues 


Churches, and freely te exerciſe their Religion 
therein, without interruption. 


L IRST,itisdeclared,and expreſly ſet down 
þH in his Maiefties Letters Patents, that all the 
vnited members of the Reformed Religion, 

viz. the Lords, and Knights, as alſo thoſe of Prage, 
Ruttenbergh , and other Townes, together with 
their SubieAs 3” and, briefely, all thoſe that make 
proteffion of,and acknowledge the Bohemian Con- 
tcſſhon, no man excepted, ſhall and may freely 
and peaceably in all places, cxerciſe their Chriſtian 
Religion of commupicating vnder both kinds, ac- 
ths cording 


Ul 
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cording to the ſaid Confeſſion, and the Vnity made, 
and ſhall be ſuffered quietly to profefſe and confefſe 
their faith and Religion without interruption. 

2 That fromthe day ef the date thereof , none 
of the ſuperiour free Eſtates, nor any of the Cities, 
Townes, nor Country people ſhall, neither by their 
Magiſtrates, nor any other perſon whatſocuer, Spiri- 
tuall or Temporall , be troubled for their ſaid Reli» 
gion, neither by force or violence be conſtrained ot 
compelled to exerciſe the contrary Religion by any 
mcanes whatſocuer., 

3 Thirdly, that againſt the ſaid Priuiledge , no 
Counter-mand , nor any other prohibition which 
way in any fort be,or procured the leaſt impediment 
or alteration thereof , from his Imperiall Maieſtic, 
his Heires and Succeſfors, Kings of Bohemia, ſhall 
not be made nor granted : and if any ſuch thing ſhall 
happen, or be enterpriſed and taken in hand by any 
one , it ſhall be of no force nor vigour ; neither ſhall 
there be any further purſuice thereof made in Law,or 
otherwiſe direly or indireQtly whatſocuer. 

4 That his Imperiall Maieſtie certifierh and gi- 
ueth all ſupreme Officers, both preſent and furure,to 
vnderſtand , that it is his will and pleaſure, that the 
Barons,Knights,Townes of Prage,Ruttenbergh,and 
other places, together with all their Subiesz and 
namely, all thoſe that profeſle the Reformed Religi- 
on, and acknowledge the Bohemian Confcſlion, by 


vertue of his Maieſties Letters Patents , ſhall be ſuf- 


tered and permitted by them, and euery of them, 

freely to enioy all the Articles , Clauſes, and Sen- 

teaccs therein ſet downe and declared, and no hin- 
ws - 2 derance 


derance, let, nor interruption to be done vnto them 
forthe ſame, by any man; but tothe contrary, that 
they ſhall aide, fan & aſsift them therein to the vt- 
termoſt of their powers : And if it ſhall happen thar 
any Spirituall, or Temporall perſon ſhall doe any 
thing contraryto his ſaid Maieſties Letters,or to the 
end thereby to diſanull or interrupt the ſame , his 
ſaid Maicſtic ſha]land will, as alto his Heires and 
Succeſlers, Kings of Bohemia , and the Statcs of 
this Realme, cuery one of themfor their parts, pro- 
ceed againſt cuery ſuch perſons, as againſt pertur- 
bators of the cemmon Peace and Tranquillity of 
the Law, and will defend and prote@ the ſaid 
States of. the Reformed Religion, in all reſpt&s, 
as the Articles in the Statute of the Vnion con- 
cerning the peace of the Land, containe and im- 
OIt. 

: 5. Andinthe Articles of Vnion between both the 
religions, for the better explaning of the Letters Pa- 
tents, as alſo in the Exchequer or Office of the Rowls 
or Records of the Realme,in Quaterno Emptionum ar- 
genteo, Anno 1609. it is inſerted in theſe words,That 
in ſuch places or Cities vnder the Kings ,' Queenes, 
or the Emperors Maieſties regiment, thoſe of the re- 
formed Religion, that haue not their owne particu- 
lar Churches,places of burial,nor any places among 
thoſe of the contrary religion,by vertue of his Maic- 
fties Letters Patents, ſhall haue power to make and 
prepare Churches, Hoſpitals , and Burying places 

tor themſclues whenſocuer they will. 
6. Inthe coniunCtion ofthe States of the Religt- 
on in Bohemia,and the Papiſts, with the Ones and 
[atcs 
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States of the Dutchy of Sileſia, theſe words are in- 
ſerted. VWheſoeuer, vnlefſe it be the Emperors Ma- 
iefty himſelte, (whether he be a Spiritvall,or a Tem- 
porall perſon, of what dignity or condition ſocuer , 
none excepted ) eyther in his Imperiall Maleſties 
name, his owne, or any others whatſoeuer, ſhall goe 
about, orattemptto trouble or moleft the Lords of 
the three Eſtates of the Crowne of Bohemia, or the 
Princes and States of Sileſia , or Slefia, that arc of 
the Ausburge Confeſſion, or any of the SubieAs of 
F the ſame profeſſion,whether they be vnder Spiritual 
, or Temporall, Catholike or Euangelicall wriſdi&i- 
on in their Chriſtian religion,Churches, Scholes,or 
Conliſtories, in any manner, or vnder any pretence 
whatſocuer of right belonging before to the Catho-. 
like foundatios, Cloyſters,Churches,Scheles,Con- 
ſiſtories, Rents, In-comes, or Reuenues, and now at 
this preſent are vſed and cnioyed by theſe of the re- 
formed Religion in both countries,and ſill remaine 
{o, and would moleſt thetn'forthe fame , irſhal} bee 
lawfull for all the ſayd States of the reformed; Reli- 
gion, to ioyne and ſtand faſt altogether, and to doe 
their vtrermoſt endeuour to the laſt drop of bloud 
in their bodies, for the defence of theireformed'/Re- 
ligion, Churches, Scholes & Conſiftories,agd their 
appurtenances,and to hold and keepe the ſame for 
their ſecurity : And that whenſocuer they orxany of 
their ſubie&s or others of rheir proteſſion , rhat are 
vnder temporall or ſpiritual iuriſdictian,as atoreſaid, 
are troubled or vexed, or by any Magiſtrate aſlag- 
ted or aſſailed violently , vnder, orvy what meanes 
or pretence ſoeuer it be, as if they were ſeditions 8 
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Rebels,or otherwiſe, (as the enemics of God and his 
Word are wont to doe, and daily praQtife the ſame, 
as we commonly fce.) The ſaid three Eftates of the 
reformed Religion in the Kingdome of Bohemia,vp- 
on the firſt morion thereof made vnto them by the 
Princes & States of Sileſia, within one month then 
next after enſuing, ſhall leuie one thouſand horſe- 
men, & two thouſand footmen ; at the ſecond time, 
thelike number; and at the third time,all the forces 
they can make and {end them to ioyne with their for- 
ces-in Sileſia, to aide and aflift them; and the like 
ſhall be done by the Princes and States of Sileſia, in 
the Bohemians bchalfe , if need require, Which 
their ſaid coniunfion, action, and vnity, his Impe- 
riall Maieſty (hall fully & cuidently confirm & allow. 
- 7. In his Maieſties Letters Patents giuen & gran- 
tedto thoſe of Sileſia, it is likewiſe expreſly ſig- 
nified and ſet downe, that all the Subic&s of the 
Prouinces of Sile{ta,whether they be vnder Spiritual 
or Temporall Princes, Commanders, or hereditary 
Princes of Dutchies, Cities, Townes and Villages, 
and other Magiſtrates,none cxcepted,ſhall be there- 
in comprehended, in theſe words : That none of 
them,whether:they live vnder ſpirituall or temporall 
power & iuri{diftion, ſhall be compelled to vie any 
other religion then that they proteſle , neyther ſhall 
bee ſent away , or baniſhed from his dwelling place, 
nor put from his office or dignity for religion , or in 
any fort vexed, moleſted or troubled'tor his conſci- 

ence, 
Theſe Letters Patents granted to Sileſia, were at- 
ter ours, and by vs and ous meancs proceeded, ney- 
ther 
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ther werethey largelier made to them,then to vs,not 
vnto vs then to them;8 yer we as the ſuperior mem- 
bers, cannot be of worte or meaner condition : be- 
ſides this, the Articles in our Letters Patents, are ge- 
merally & compendiouſly contained, but in the Sile- 
ſian Patent, more expreſly and particularly declared, 

8. Atthe making of his Maicſties Letters Patents 
touching the Ynion, it was not otherwiſe meantnor 
intended, then that the Cloyſters are his Imperiall 
Maieftics princely goods and reuenues, and that he, 
as the ſuperior,hath ful power over them as it is ſufft- 
ciently knowne vntothem that then were preſent art 
the time of the making of the contra&. 

9. Thatinthe Kingdome of Bohemia, the Spiri- 
tualty haue no ſingular ſtate as thoſe ef Morauia and 
other Prouinces haue , neyther haue any voyce in 
Parliament, but are diſtinguiſhed & ordered .by the 
Emperors Maieſty among the other States, inall 
things concerning them. 

10. That all Eccleſiaſtical] goods be of the Arch- 
biſhopricke;as alſo of all the reſt by ſuperior right,8 
are vnder the power and diſpoſition of the Kings of 
Bohemia,as the higheſt and ſupremeſt founders and 
Patrones thereof. 

11. That the ſame Ecclefiaſticall goods by the 
Statutes of the Land, D.4o. belong to the Kings Ex- 
chequer or reuenew; wherefore, according to a Sta- 
tute of the Realm , Axzs 11. no Colledge nor Cloy- 
ſer,without the Kings coſent, can alienate or change 
any thing belonging thereunto,and it they do pawn, 
ſell, change, or alienate any thing thereof,itſhallbe 


of no force, and that whoſocuer doth take any w_ 
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of themin thar ſort, he ſhall reſtore the ſame againe 
freely vnto the King,orto any other to whom jr ſhall 
lextinis King.to appointhim to doe it. 
12+» That Spirituall men are fcodaries and admi- 
niſtrators of their temporal goods,only for their life- 
time; and ſo they oughttovnderſiand it; for thatthe 
Kings of Bohemia alwaics had right and powerouecr 
their ſpirituall goods , to ſell the ſame vnto any of 
the inhabitants of the Land, without the conſent of 
theſaid Spirituall perſons, andto alienate and make 
them hereditary, and to record them for ſuch inthe 
| Recordsof the Exchequer or Rowles: whereof 
many examples are extant in thereignes 
-of Ferdinanas, Maximilian , and + 
Rodulphaes , Ermperoursand 
Kings of Bohemia,
